Hsnna Is Applauded* 
▲aotlMr outburst greeted the en- 
trance o( Beaaitor Haana. His progress 
was Imped^l all th« iray down the 
aiele by delegates who insisted upon 
shaking bis hand. He stopped a mo- 
ment to chat with Senator Davis and 
when he reached the standard of the 
Vtw York delegation, where Roosevelt 
was receiving a reception, he Shook 
hand.s with him. 

At 10:20, the big band from Canton/ 
Ohio, the president's home, made iu 
way into ths hall from the west side 
and broke out with the pealing Strains 
of the naitlonal anthem. The Whole 
audience roso to its feet and stood un- 
til it was concluded. 

At this point a squad of men were 
bii.=y distributing great stands of red, 
white and blue pampas for the demon- 
stration. 

At 10:36 Chairman Lodge glanced at 
his watch and then with three clap.^ of 
the historic gavel stilled the tumult on 
the floor while the band ushered in the 
session with the national anthem. The 
chairman then announced the opening 
Invocation bjr Archblsh(v Ryan cf 
Philadelphia. 

The distinguished prelate wore the 
superb purple robe of bis high station, 
falling to his feet and open in front 
shOwlBg tM bsarr «haia and golden 
cross emblematic of his office. 

When the striking figure of the arch- 
bishop, at the finish of the prayer, dis- 
sppsared In the throng un the stage.

Long before 10 a. ro., tlie hour set 
for the r^-aasembllng of the conven- 
tloiB, ths hall waa surrounded by an 
Immense army of people who besieged 
all the doors and entrances. The stage 
had been freshened with green thlngi 
and at e^ comer like a touch of 
flMilhg color, red peonies shot Into the 
air. 

The band in the north gallery was 
at work early with inspiring music. 
The sua biased down through th«< 
spaces la the roof aad ths heat iteally 
became uncomfortable. 

But the ladies were attired in their 
thinnest muslins, everybody was pro 
Tided with a fan and there was no com- 
plaint One old fellow in the gallery 
with charming disregard of the pro- 
prieties, divested himself of coat and 
vest, hung them over ths rail aad took

the vast assemblage sank to its seat!), 
and ths gavel fell to make place for the 
more practical work of the convention 
Secretary Long called attention to 
Louisiana being inadvertently omitted 
from the roll call for National com- 
mitteemen and that was corrected. 
Alabama also named its selections, 
having failed to do so yesterday. 

The chair then .aid the amendment 
to the rules offered by Mr. Quay as the 
unfinished business bcfors ths eoaven- 
tion. 

Qu:iy \Vitbdra%vs His Amendment. 
Mr. Quay announced the withdrawal 
of the amendment proposing a change 
la rules 1 and 12 referring to repre- 
sentation in national conventions. This 
was accepted by the southern delegates 
as a concession to them, and they rose 
(iamaiMf^ di^srtaf wildly at ths wlth- 
taHmH^ tlTs MiMttlon. 

Now Mr. Lodge advanced ^o the 
front of the platform, and a thrill went 
through the vast audience a Ini an- 
aouacad: "Uader ths miss, aboilna- 
Uons for the oillee of president of the 
United States are now In order." 

There was a momentary shout which 
the chairman punctured with "the 
stats of AUbaaia Is rfoognlisd." 

A'tUI ud'iwai^ AUrtamlha stood 
on bis chair bf fMlrMiliitetnt 
answered: 
•'Alabaaa >twito to Ohla" 

Foraker Komlaatss NrKibley. 
This was the signal for the recogni- 
tion of Senator Foraker who Was to 
make the speech nottildatlhg Mr. Mc- 
Kinley as the Republleaa eaadldata tor 
president, then the cheers bsgia tad a 
wild scene ensucnl. 

Amidst a tumult of applause Senator 
Foraker went to the platform and 
when quiet was restdred began to 
speak, first thanking Alabama for4he 
courtesy of yielding, bujt attributed 
ttet taot to ths -o^rMuilifeUm popa- 



larity of the candidate. As Mr. For 
aker continued he was repeatedly in- 
tetmpted irlth thnn. Rts announce 

ment that the nomination of McKinley 
was equal to an election in November 
brought vociferous cheers. 

After the nominating speech Sena- 
tor Ranaa sprang to the front of the 

stage, a flag In one hand and a plume 
in the other and led in the tremendou.s 
demonstration. This la.sted five min- 
utes. Not content with their frenzied 
hurrah on the floor, the delegates now 
marched In solid ranks upon the plat- 
form, with standards, plumes, banner.'* 
and ILii;.-;. After the deroonistration had 
continued seven minutes, the Ohio del- 
egation where centered ths waves of 
sound, moved up the aisle, while all 
the other state delegations, bearing 
aloft their standards, formed in a 
grand procession about the hall. The 
demoBstratioa lasted Just 10 minutes. 

Kvery One Sang. 
The plume demonstration was fol- 
lowed by the singing of "John Brown'p 
Body," the galleries joining in thn 
chorus, while the delegations led the 
singing. 

Ex-Governor Taylor of Kentucky 
stood on an end chair In his delegation 
and waved his right band as the pro- 
cession of plumes returned from the 

;)latforni. 

Chairman Lodge, as the hurrah be 
gan to subside, made an effort to re- 
store order, but this was only a signal 
for the crowd to again break loose. 

It was exactly 15 mrnutes when order 
was restored and Mr. Lodge announc- 

Id: "The ifehair recognises Mr. Roose- 
velt of New York." 

Again the magic of a name sent the 
multitude into convulsions of enthus- 
iasm. All eyes were turned toward 
Roosevelt. He stepped out into the 
aisle and strode up the platform. 

As the governor faced about on the 
platform a man with a camera planted 
the instrument directly In front cf 
him. As Mr. Roossvslt siV It he said 
sharply; 'Taks that aUray; taks it 
iway."

The sergeant-at-arm.<5 rushed the 
man and his apparatus out of the aiiilc. 
Then Governor Roosevelt began hU 
speech, speaking In a elsar, toll voice. 

"Ws have done so well that our op- 
ponents use it as an argument for turn- 
ing us out," he said smiling and show- 
ing his teeth, and his audience re- 
sponded with cheers and laughter. His 
allttsloais to the lee 'fruM caMM forth 
the heartiest applause, with cries from 
the galleries of "Hit eiu again ' and 
"That's right, Teddy." 

"I pity the Democratic orator in 
New York who mentions trusts" he de- 
clared with uplifted hands and the au 
dience howled with laughter and shook 
the floor with applause. 

When he declared with the brilliant 
emphasis that the succMs of ths R«- 
publican party in November meant 
peace in the Philippines, whiles the 
success of the opposition meant a pro 
longation of the struggle, the crowd 
rose almost as ons man aad cheered. 

The closing words of the governor 
brought another demonstration and 
for a minute It seemed tliat the coh- 
tlon would go mad and then and there 
make two nomiaatlons Instead of one 
Plumes went up and standards again 
left their sockets to be waved on high. 

The convention came back to quiet 
and the chairman recognized Senator 
Thurston^ Nebraska for a speech, 
seconding ths aomlaatioa ol Ihs prsa* 
ident.

The deninn-strition in honor of the 
president's nomination lasted five min- 
utes andthen the chairman called for 
order for the further event in store. 

As the name of Alabama was called 
on the roll of states, nomination of 
candidates for vice president, the an 
aouBcement was made by the chair 
man of the delegation that Alabama 
would yield to Iowa to present a can 
dldate. 

Young Nominates Roosevelt. 
Chairman Lodge then recognised 

Colonel Young, one of the Iowa dele- 
gate«-at-large, and editor of the Des 
Moines, Iowa, Capital. He withdrew 
the name of Dolliver and otterea that 
of Roosevelt Colonel Young wss in 
Cuba at the time Roosevelt led his gal 
lant Rough Riders up San Juan hill 
and his reference to the governor's 
campaign was eloquent and touching. 
There was another demonstration. 
Butler Murray of Massachusetts antf 
General James M. Ashton of Washing- 
toa sseonded Roosevelt's nomlaatloa. 
Depew Speaks. 
"Depew, Dspew." demanded ths del- 
egates In tumultou.i chorus and aa they 
called the well known face and figure 
of the New York senator emerged from 
his delegation. Governor Roosevelt 
himself takin'g him by the arm and 
urging him forward to the platform. 
The benign face of the post-prandial 
orator loolicd down on the people and 
(jen his musical vo'ce began a mag- 
alfloeat and impromptu tribute to the 
hero of the hour. He was In good 
humor as well as In good voice and his 
touch of Jococity In mentioning "Ted- 
dy" and the "get there" qualities of 
young America, brought out a storm of 
mingled laughter and applause. 

Nomination of Roosevelt was unani- 
mous with exception of the one miss- 
ing voto of New York — the individual 
vote of Roosevelt. 

The vast assemblage sprang to Its 
feet and state emblems, pampas 
plumes, handkerchiefs and hat.s fairly 
filled the air. The band in the main 
gallery began to play "There'll be a 
Hot "Hms In the Old Town Tonight" 
and to the inspiring strains the dele- 
gates began marching around the hall, 
filing past Governor Roosevelt as he 
sat In the New York delegation and 
eztsnding to him their congratulatlona 
On motion of Colonel Dick. Bedator 
Lodge was placed at the hoad of the 
committee to notify the president of 
his nomination and Senator Wolcott 
at the head bf ths committee to notify 
the vice preildent 

The serious Work of the convention 
was now practically over and only a 
few details remained to be perfbrmsd. 
A resolution by Qensral Orosv^aor was 
agreed to for aa oMclAl print of the 
convention proceedings and a reprint 
of the proceedings of four years ago. 
Another resolution empowered the na- 
tional committee to fill vacaaclss on 
the committee. 

Rc.ciolutlons of thanks to Mr. Lodge 
and to Mr. Wolcott for their services 
as presiding oflBcers, Were unanimously 
adopted, also thanks to Mayor Ash- 
bridge of Phllad'slplita tmr ths hos-

Washington, June 21.— Acting Sec- 
retary of the Navy rooeived a cable 
mesage from Admiral Kemptf, dated 

Chefoo, June 21, saying that Tien Tsin 
is being bombarded and that much of 
American concessions as well as for- 
eign concessions are being destroyed. 
A relief party l.s en rotite to Tien Tsin, 
including 130 American marines under 
Maler Waltsr. 

Shanghai, .June 21.— The Blue Jack- 
ets have been I ui'ied at Woo Sung to 
protect the telegraph station. Woo 
Sung is a small maritime town at the 
mouth of the Woo Sung river and 
three miles north of Shanghai. It waa 
strongly fortified by t^e Chinese but 
was taken by the Hritish in 1843. 

Washington. June 21.— Mr. Wu, the 
Chinese minister called upon Secretary 

Hay at the state department and In- 
formed him that he had received a dis- 
patch from the viceroy of the three 
great provinces of the Yang Tse Kong 
saying that he felt himself perfectly 
able to keep the peace In his provinces 
and insure the safety of the foreign 
mis.slonarles and that in conjunction 
with his colleague. Viceroy Hun-Nau. 
hs Is able to answer for the preserva- 
tion of peace and order In all ths great 
southern provinces of China. 

A cablegram received at the navy df*- 
partment from Admiral Remey at Ma- 
nilla, states that the Zaflro sailed tnmt 
Cavite for Hongkong. She Is a supply 
ship and may proceed to Taku after 
communicating with Captala WUdS Of 
the Oregon at Hongkong. 

floxers Threatened Violence. 
New Yirk, June 21.— The American 
Bible society has received a letter from 
Rev. John Hyken, D.D., dated Shang- 
hai. May 17, who had just returned 
from a trip to Peliing. Dr. Hykes 
says: "1 had a long conversation with 
Dr. W. S. Ament, of the American 
Board, a native of Owosso, Mich., and 
a graduate of Oberlln college, Oberlln. 
Ohio, who recently made a Journey of 
some SO miles into the territory occu- 
pied by the "Boxers." At one of their 
strongholds they threatened to bind 
Dr. Ament and his companion and to 
murder a Chinese they had with them, 
but they happily esc aped without suf- 
fering any violence." 

Diplomats are Safe. 

Berlin, June 21.— A semi-omclal dis- 
patch from Takio, dated June 21, says 
the Japanese consul at Shanghai con- 
firms the reports that Vice Admiral 
Sejrmour has arrived at Peking and 
that the' members of the diplomatic 
corps are safe. According to an of- 
ficial Japanese report from Chefoo. ths 
foreign ssttlsnient at TIsa Tsia wu 
reduced to ashss Jaas It.

The Keimljlican National convention 
has adopteil a platforiu of excuses, cx- 
pe<]ient8 and apolo^'iae rather than of 
principles.

Tiie resolutions represent that the 
country has been restored to prosperity 
by the redemption of two promises made 
in the Republican campaign of isiM.— 
first, to revise the tariQ so as to produce 
the necessary public revenue and better 
.the condition of the people ; and second, 
to avert financial disaster and revise the 
money system with particular reference 
to the establishment by law of the gold 
standard.

All intelligent men know that the tariff 
legislation under the present administra- 
tion has not only failed to raise the neces- 
sary revenue, bat has been the primary 
me/ins ef eatabliahment of the tru-ts 
which are now burdensome to the pi ople. 
The surplus in the revenues has been 
obtained through the imposition of odious 
internal taxes, tolerable in war times, 
but obstinately maintained alter the 
necessity for them has pansed. 

The currency law is a delivery to the 
banks and capitalists of the control over 
the volume of lu jney. It grants to the 
few the privilege of iwHuing paper prom- 
ises that they do not have to redeem 
over their (•.iiinti '- i:i ^'old. This dis- 
crimination hetwcfii liaiik nionev and 
the money ist-ut'd ilirectly liy the I'niled 
States is favoritism that niiiMt arouse the 
indignation of those who are not among 
the favored classes themselves. The 
question of free silver is said to have been 
eliminated from politics for the prsssnt. 
Whether it bas been or not th« fMoral 
qaestion of finance is a warmer issue 
tnaa It was even four years ago. Con 
fpttm and the Presidsnt have not taken 
a slap on the money qaestion that has 
not bean covertly or overtly in the in 
teraats of the capitalists and money 
monopolists, and against the people. 

The boast that ten millions of the 
baman race have bean given a new birth 
of freedom throwh the war with Spain 
is idle and impudent.
